Loopholes in Immigrants Points 
System 


Research by Migrationwatch shows that a 
minimum of 75,000 non-EU workers are 
able to find loopholes every year in the so- 
called ‘tough’ new immigration points 
system. It allows thousands of foreign 
workers to come to Britain just to look for 
work. It shows Brown’s pledge of creating 
“British jobs for British workers” to be 
another long-term electioneering scam. 

Picking up on the Migrationwatch 
work, Frank Field of the new Commons 
cross-party group on immigration said:

Priority in 
Education 



T he near collapse of the global 

capitalist system; the accelerating 
change in the racial make-up of 
these Britannic Isles; and how both will be 
affected by a), the power of the president 
elect of the United States and b), the 
supremacy of EU legislation over that of 
our own Parliament, are the issues with the 
most imminent affect upon our national 
well-being. Because of this, we can be 
tempted to put off the problems associated 
with our disastrous education system. This 
is a mistake and the BNP should be putting 
out its stall for inspection now. 

Countless billions have been spent on 
education over the past 30 years - the budget 
this year is £76.3billion - but the standards 
have in fact fallen, despite an increase in the 
number of students awarded A-levels, with 
97% now achieving a pass rate. It is 
interesting to note that a couple of years 
back, in a Channel 4 programme, 28 high 
flying GCSE pupils were transported back 
to a fifties state boarding school and they 
failed nearly half their O-levels. 

Despite New Labour’s target of seeing 
50% of our children going on to 
universities, this has yet to be achieved, 
although this year nearly 420,000 are now 
receiving a University education. This can, 
of course, range from a worthwhile 
Oxbridge education, down to a bog 
standard so-called university, which is really 
an old style polytechnic, such as the 
Borough Polytechnic, South London, 

(where a few years back I obtained a City & 
Guilds credit in paint resin chemistry) and 
which now calls itself the University of the 
South Bank. Like so many Polytechnics of 
the past, it also offered courses for the less 
academic, such as building, plumbing, 
courses for electricians, etc, most of which 
are now non-existent. 

Not every student is suitable for a 
university education and the BNP calls for 
modern colleges that will take the place of 
the old polytechnics, offering good practical 
education in skilled trades and technologies. 
This would meet a need that is more 
important than the awarding of degrees by 
bottom tier universities on such doubtful 
subjects as history of pop art, media 
studies, or even black history. 

Unfortunately many of those who are 
leaving university with a degree today have 
literacy and numeracy levels that are lower 
than a decade ago. This is the view of the 
Institute of Directors who said recently that 
71% of its members believe new recruits 
have worse writing skills and lower 
numeracy, and 52% believe there has been a 
drop in the basic ability to communicate. 

Perhaps even more important is the 
falling number of students taking the 
“harder subjects”, such as science (and I 
don’t mean the nonsense of “social 
science”) and mathematics. Durham 
University has recently pointed out that this 
threatens our future in high tech industries. 
Before anything can be done about 


improving the quality of university 
education we must, of course, give priority 
to sorting out the politically correct chaos, 
completely lacking in any discipline, that is 
strangling our schools. The result is that 
over the past ten years our schools have 
plummeted down every international league 
table. We have dropped from fourth to 14 th 
in science, seventh to 17 th in English (!) and 
eighth to 24 th in maths. 

Marxist Brainwashing 

Instead of showing any real concern about 
this indictement of our educational system 
(remember that the rot set in during the 
Tory years), the Government now proposes 
that every school in England will get a 
specialist anti-racist teacher “to promote 
tolerance and combat racism”. One teacher 
from every secondary school will be invited 
on a two-day course to ensure themes 
surrounding the Nazi genocide are treated 
sensitively in the classroom. “Once taught, 
the new expert staff members will also be 
encouraged to lead other lessons on 
multiculturalism and fighting extremism” - 
Daily Telegraph 07.11.08. 

No objections to this proposed Marxist 
brainwashing have yet been heard from the 
Tories or Lib Dems. It is obvious that 
equating those who reject multiculturalism 
in Britain, i.e. the BNP, with Nazism has 
priority over trying to improve our 
children’s proper education. 

A guideline to how we can achieve this 
is given in the short version of the BNP 
election manifesto: “EDUCATION - 
Discipline, Standards, Achievement! We are 
against the ‘trendy’ teaching methods that 
have made Britain one of the most poorly 
educated nations in Europe. We will end 
the practice of politically correct 
indoctrination in all its guises and we will 
restore discipline in the classroom, give 
authority back to teachers and put far 
greater emphasis on training young people 
in the industrial and technological skills 
necessary in the modern world. We will 
also seek to instil in our young people 
knowledge of and pride in the history, 
cultures and heritage of the native peoples 
of Britain.” 

Where do grammar schools fit into this, 
you may ask? The BNP certainly does not 
advocate the closing of any grammar 
schools but, particularly with our emphasis 
on the need to develop trade, industrial and 
technological skills, we want to maximise 
the best education facilities available for all 
aspects of education, which will include 
secondary modern schools and religion- 
based schools. Grammar schools, which 
should of course be open to academically 
bright children from poor or rich families, 
will be safe in BNP hands. There are 
currently 164 surviving grammar schools 
(including my old one at Sidcup) - the BNP 
would re-establish them all.

» 2008 started with controversy 
and manufactured disruption for 
the BNP, but turned into a year of 
very significant advances both in 
terms of internal organisation and 
external publicity coups. This 
steady progress is now being 
rounded off with recruitment and 
public awareness campaigns on a 
larger and more ambitious scale 
than anything previously 
undertaken. But rather than reflect 
on a year of patient preparation 
and steady advance, Nick Griffin 
uses his final article of 2008 to 
look ahead to next year and to two 
of the biggest electoral challenges 
and opportunities the British 
National Party has so far faced. 


2 009 could make us or, while it won’t 
break us, provide such 
disappointment that we could take a 
year to get over it. So this is no time for 
either over-optimism or for excessive 
caution - it’s time for ultra-realism. 

The great opportunity, and the 
corresponding dangers, come of course 
from the European Election on Thursday 4 th 
June. Our opponents are already in a near 
frenzy over the possibility of our winning 
seats; many of our supporters and activists 
are convinced we are going to win seats, 
and in order to raise the huge sum of 
money needed to stand a chance of winning 


we have to appeal on the basis 
that we are likely to win. But 
the blunt truth is that we may 
not do so, and that we certainly 
will not win in the majority of 
the regional constituencies. 

It is true that, at present, the auguries 
look pretty good. By next spring the 
economic downturn should be biting in to 
the Labour vote with a vengeance, quite 
possibly enough to put a seat previously 
held by Labour up for grabs in each of the 
larger regions. 

Among our smaller party rivals, events 
are also moving in our favour. The hard

times will tend to push 
environmental issues to the back of the 
popular agenda, damaging the Greens’ 
chances of doing anything other than 
slicing some extra votes off Labour. More 
important for us, the current civil war 
within UKIP is eating away at their 
capability to raise funds and mount the 
grass-roots campaign that is so crucial to 
electoral credibility for any extra- 
parliamentary party. 

There is still a serious possibility that 
the Powers That Be will step up their UKIP 


life-support operation from the now blatant 
plugging of Nigel Farage on Question Time 
to provide them with a fresh Robert Kilroy- 
Silk. Overall, however, the party is now 
such damaged goods among rank-and-file 
anti-EU activists that even the Brussels 
Broadcasting Corporation is unlikely to 
produce anything like the artificial boost 
that they gave the yellow-purple safety valve 
last time around. 

We are aware of behind-the-scenes 
efforts by several different groups to boost 
or create a new false flag operation in the 
hope of siphoning off our votes, but even if 
this is done - and whether it were to involve 
Noel Edmonds, the Muslim English 
Democrats (who are clearly already being 
artificially funded and ‘plugged’), or a civic 
nationalist group packed with black 
evangelicals - it would be more likely to split 
what remains of UKIP’s vote than to con 
electors away from us. 

In the bigger regions particularly, the 
PR system involved means that it could well 
be that all we have to do to win a seat is to 
beat UKIP by one vote. Hence the creation 
or promotion of another civic nationalist 
party could easily end up helping rather 
than hindering us. This would be a 
wonderful illustration of the workings of 
the Law of Unintended Consequences. 

With that in the minds of our less 
blinkered opponents, one alternative no 
doubt under consideration is the use of one 
of the extreme fringe groups way to our 
‘right’ to split our vote, but here too there is 
a possible problem. Even if they could find 
a plausible way to supply one or other of 
these crank operations with enough money 
to run an effective campaign, the presence 
of an extremist group on the ballot paper, 
and even the delivery of their election 
material to millions of homes, could very 
easily blow back in the faces of its secret 
backers. 

First, such a stunt would be illegal and - 
given the notoriously loose-lipped nature of 
such groups - distinctly risky. Second, 
having genuine extremists stand would help 
us stress our moderate, common-sense, 
voter-friendly position. Third, another set of 
anti-immigration leaflets dropping through 
doors could help to raise the factor as an 
election issue, leaving the far better known 
and better organised BNP to come out tops 
in credibility terms and hoover up not just 
our votes but most of the extra ones 
mobilised by their propaganda. This is the 
most likely result if, for example, some 
‘generous’ sugar daddy appeared from 
nowhere to give the rump of the National 
Front enough money to stand. 

Finally, 2009 might be a hot summer, 
making it distinctly unwise for our 
opponents to try to split our vote by 
distributing large amounts of hard-core 
racist leaflets - dropping lighted matches 
around near powder kegs is a very high risk 
dirty trick to play. Searchlight and the 
security services undoubtedly make use of 
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false flag groups on the Internet to try to 
lure the inexperienced and excitable away 
from our serious challenge to the status quo, 
but there is a world of difference between 
posting a few ‘hardline’ comments in the 
murkier corners of cyberspace, and 
spending tens of thousands of pounds to 
deliver millions of racist leaflets in the hope 
of shaving a few votes off the BNP. 

All of which means that the truly 
unknown factor which could do the most 
damage to our chances is the fair possibility 
that, by June next year, voters will be so 
hysterically desperate to get rid of ‘Broon’ 
that they’ll stampede to back David 
Cameron’s Pale Pink Tories. 

Just at present there is a significant 
amount of public respect for what is 
perceived to be Brown’s experience and 
decisiveness in dealing with the banking 
crisis, such that if he were to call a snap 
election early in the New Year he might 
win. This will, however, change very 
quickly when it becomes clear that the bank 
bail-outs have failed to rescue the real 
economy, that the extra debt is crushing 
taxpayers, and that people in real jobs don’t 
qualify for bail-outs. Precisely when this 
switch in the public’s collective head will 
take place is impossible to predict, but if it 
happens before next June then the Tories - 
deeply useless though they are - will be the 
main beneficiaries. 

With that in mind we are at present 
experimenting with a very well-conceived 
anti-Conservative leaflet in the south east of 
England and, if it produces a decent 
response, it could be a very useful item for 
wider scale use in a double drop operation 
together with our County Council election 
addresses in more middle class areas next 
spring. 

Overall, however, the flow of public 
opinion and tabloid press propaganda in 
such circumstances would in practical terms 
leave us with little to do except concentrate 
on making our own campaign as effective as 
possible and hoping that the Tory surge 
leads to them picking up Labour’s lost seats 
while pulling enough votes back from UKIP 
to complete that party’s electoral collapse 
and free up their old seats for us. 

EFFECTIVE CAMPAIGN 

So what must we do to make our campaign 
as effective as possible? 

The first thing is to understand that the 
Euro-contest must not be considered or 
planned for in isolation. For a start because 
if the Brown credit crunch bounce has not 
crashed and broken by next April, the 
General Election will be called for June 4 th 
as well. Given the current speed at which 
the banksters’ crisis is spreading into and 
poisoning the real economy this does not at 
present appear particularly likely, but it is 
nevertheless still a possibility. 

One added attraction of such a 
combined contest for a Labour party which

is riddled with anti-BNP hatred and hysteria 
is their strategists’ belief that the resulting 
higher turnout would reduce our chances of 
winning seats. Whether this is actually true 
is debatable, but the fact that they believe it 
is will be a factor pushing Brown towards a 
June 4 th General Election unless it would be 
politically suicidal. 

That would present us with the task of 
raising a large amount more money in order 
to pay for the parliamentary deposits - 
anywhere between £60,000 for a 
concentrated campaign in about 120 seats, 
and £300,000 if we decided instead to go 
for a huge increase in the number of seats 
contested in order to maximise our total 
vote so as to secure the largest possible 
amount of state funding should we in due 
course succeed in crossing the threshold 
required to receive it. 

The proposals under consideration at 
present would give parties in receipt of state 
funding 60p per year for every vote received 
at the previous General Election, so to lose 
a £500 deposit in a poor seat which only 
gave us 500 votes would still, over five 
years, be a very good investment with a 
return of 300% in the course of a full 
parliament. 

FRANTICALLY SCRABBLING 

That said, the parliamentary parties are 
frantically scrabbling around for a formula 
which would let them and the phoney 
opposition Greens and UKIP into the state 
funding club, while keeping us out of it. If 
they find a way to do that, then we would 
do far better to continue with the strategy 
that has served us well in the last two 
General Elections and concentrate our 
efforts in a relatively small number of seats - 
still an expensive operation when one adds 
in the cost of election addresses. 

Even if events have moved on so as to 
force Brown to hang on until the last 
minute and avoid a General Election until 
the spring of 2010, the European contest in 
June 2009 will in several important ways 
only be a stepping stone towards the one for 
Westminster - and further growth beyond 
that. 

This is most obviously because success 
in winning a seat or seats in Brussels would 
give us such a boost in terms of credibility 
and income that it would greatly increase 
our chance of winning in the handful of 
once rock solid Labour Westminster 
parliamentary seats where we are even now 
on the verge of establishing ourselves as the 
effective local alternative to Brown & Co. 

Our opponents are at present driving 
themselves frantic with worry over our 
serious potential to win between one and 
three seats in the European Parliament, but 
several seats in Westminster would be an 
incalculably bigger prize and - although 
making such a breakthrough in a general 
election is still very much an outside chance 
- it would be far more possible if we had

already won seats in Brussels. 

Less obviously, but almost as important, 
we intend to send out 29 million European 
election addresses via Freepost next May, 
and to have a well-staffed professional call 
centre and mass mailing operation ready to 
process the enquiries which those leaflets 
will generate - a harvest of somewhere 
between 25,000 and 40,000 new 
sympathetic names and addresses. 

Provided we can raise the money to 
achieve these core goals, then around one in 
six of those inquiries will be turned either 
into a new member or donor. These figures 
are not pulled out of thin air, they are based 
on well-established professional fund¬ 
raising knowledge and on the experience we 
have already developed in our first year of 
applying that knowledge to our own 
operations. 

This is not ‘pie in the sky’, it is a real 
prize that is already within our grasp - as 
long as we raise enough money to enter the 
game by the time we have to pay our 
printers at the start of next April. 

This in turn will feed into our ability to 
contest an autumn or spring 2010 General 
Election that much more effectively. Most 
important of all, however, the increase in 
activism, good quality candidates and 
income that will result will position us well 
for our real lift-off time: When an electorate 
that is sick of Labour has voted in without 
enthusiasm a liberal Tory government 
which promptly turns out to be utterly 
incapable of making things any better. 

While only John Bean and a few other 
old hands have direct experience of such a 
time, the period between 1970 and 1974 
when Edward Heath was Prime Minister 
produced the most rapid surge in the 
growth of the British nationalist movement 
(a surge in which I was a very young 
recruit). There is no doubt that the same 
thing will happen again, except that many 
other circumstances are now so much worse 
that the welcome trend in our favour is 
likely to be very much stronger.

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So it is that the full impact of a 
successful (i.e. well-funded distribution of 
29 million top quality leaflets) European 
campaign next spring will not be felt 
primarily in the Kiplingesque triumph or 
disaster of the count and the allocation of 
MEP seats, but in the local elections held 
the first May after David Cameron has been 
in power for a full year. Despite the fact that 
a week is a long time in politics, politics is a 
long-term game. 

LARGE-SCALE FUND RAISING 

The key to achieving our goals in the 
European elections is activity-driven 
publicity and successful fund-raising on a 
larger scale than ever before. We will need 
£60,000 in deposits, £290,000 for A4 
election addresses, and £60,000 for the call 
centre, central administration, party 
political broadcasts and to respond to and 
‘massage’ the inquiries. £410,000 in total, a 
huge sum of money at any time, especially 
as it has to go on top of the everyday 
running costs of an increasingly 
sophisticated party machine, and must be 
raised in the teeth of a once-in-a-lifetime 
economic crunch. 

Fortunately, while the European contest 
is mainly about money, the key to turning 
those new inquirers into the extra activists, 
candidates and councillors of the future is 
grass-roots organisation. 

To an extent this is already happening: 
Local activity levels are now at an all-time 
high and are steadily increasing; the quality 
of training seminars in our most go-ahead 
regions is exceptional; our experience in 
deep-root community politics, although still 
patchy, is increasing by leaps and bounds. 

‘All’ we have to do is to keep up the 
activity levels in places already covered, and 
work to fill in the gaps; to spread our best- 
practice training events from three or four 
regions to all twelve of them; and to turn 
initiatives such as clean-ups, pensioners’ 
support groups, Community Observation 
Patrols, BNP-inspired residents’ 
associations, local Patriot leaflets and local 
video teams from being experimental 
exceptions into British National Party 
norms. 

Achieving that list may sound like a tall 
order, but there’s nothing at all in it that is 
not already being done, successfully and 
sustainably, by local BNP activists in all 
sorts of very different areas. Our future 
continued and broader advances are 
therefore in our hands, and our hands 
alone. 

Naturally, an economic crisis on the 
scale of the one into which we are all being 
plunged cannot pass without making a huge 
impact - for both good and ill - on any 
radical political movement. 

For a while, many members of the 
public may become even more selfish and 
introspective, still ignoring the bigger 
picture around them, no longer because 


“I’m alright, Jack” but precisely because 
they are no longer finding things are 
“alright”. Others, however, will be pushed 
by harder times over the edge of some 
personal line in the sand from fear disguised 
as ‘tolerance’ and into belated involvement 
and action. 

Judging by past history and 
commonsense alike, more people will get 
involved, but the average amount of money 
each will be able to give will fall. Many who 
cannot afford money will, however, be able 
to give their time, especially when they are 
shown that selling our newspaper Freedom 
not only helps spread the word but can also 
be a very useful source of income support 
in hard times. 

And, of course, somewhere a bit further 
down the line, some event - perhaps big like 
a London 9/11, perhaps small like the 
beating of Walter Chamberlain in Oldham 
in 2001 that broke a fifty year-old taboo on 
having nationalist spokesmen in the media - 
will be the trigger for one of the sudden 
paradigm shifts by which great political 
changes which have long been growing in 
the dark suddenly emerge into the light of 
day. 

All the pent up, ‘soft’ sympathy that our 
leafleters, paper sellers and canvassers 
nowadays enjoy the length and breadth of 
the country will suddenly coalesce into 
solid support. 

We all know that it is coming, even 
though we cannot say exactly when or how 
it will happen. Only one thing needs to be 
said at the end of this year of tested resolve 
and quiet rewards: I hope you know by now 
that while the coming of our moment of 
opportunity is guaranteed by fate and by the 
laws of History, the question of whether we 
will be in a position to seize that 
opportunity will be answered by your 
actions before the moment itself arrives. 

For moments of decision are not 
grasped and turned to triumph by those 
who try to do so at the last minute. They 
benefit rather those who have organised - 
painstakingly, relentlessly, with iron self- 
discipline - not in theory in their heads or 
on paper or with little groups righting the 
world in pubs, but in the real world among 
their neighbours and their workmates, 
working with real people who let them 
down or infuriate them or who fight like 
ferrets in a sack, but who are the only allies 
available.

Some are patient but 
fail to prepare, sitting and waiting for some 
‘collapse’, so that even if it comes they can 
do nothing to take advantage of it. 

What we must nurture and develop is 
the rarest of combinations, patience and 
preparation. Our time will come, so we 
must be ready.

Speaking before a crowd of Czech 
nationalists on Wenceslas Square in Prague 
marking the 90th anniversary of the Czech 
liberation from the Austro-Hungarian 
Empire, Mr Griffin said that the 
introduction of millions of Muslims in 
Turkey into the EU would particularly 
affect those Eastern European countries 
who have till now been unmarked by 
multiculturalism and Islamism. 

“It will drive down wages, living 
standards and increase taxes,” he said, 
telling the crowd that his father had served 
in World War II in the Royal Air Force, and 
that some of his father’s best comrades were 
Czechs who fought alongside Britain. 

“The totalitarianism against which we 
fight now is the creeping tyranny of federal 
Europe. This is why we urgently need 
representation in the European parliament 
to sound the alarm about fraud, corruption 
and power grabs by the ruling elite, who 
seek a union of North Africa and Europe 
into Eurabia,” he said. 


Other speakers at the rally included 
Czech National Party (CNP) leader Dr. 
Petra Edelmannova and Marc Abramson 
from the Swedish National Democrats. In 
the crowd were several BNP members who 
proudly carried British flags alongside the 
Czech national flag. 

At the end of the rally, the local mayor, 
who had previously been taken to court by 
the CNP and was itching for revenge, 
arrived with a large crowd of police and 
announced the entirely peaceful rally was 
now banned.

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Global Finance 


he present global financial crisis will not have come as a 
surprise to anyone who has ever attended a British 
National Party meeting. For years, BNP party chairman 
Nick Griffin has been warning his audiences about the perils of 
the unsustainable credit bubble and the inevitable reckoning to 
follow. 

The ‘credit crunch’ and the resultant banking collapse have 
utterly discredited the twin doctrines of globalisation and 
unrestrained international capitalism. There is now likely to be a 
period of fierce competition between different ideas about what 
should take their place. Indeed, there is even a risk that we may 
now witness a resurgence of sterile Marxist-Leninist economics, 
as old-fashioned state socialists try to portray their bankrupt 
theories as the only possible alternative to “red in tooth and claw’ 
capitalism. 

In fact, there is a coherent and intellectually rigorous 
alternative to the false dichotomy between Marx and Capital, in 
the form of Economic Nationalism, the economic system 
favoured by the British National Party. Economic Nationalism is 
not a new concept; it has been tried and tested and, especially in 
South-East Asia, it has proved hugely successful. South Korea, 


Taiwan and Malaysia all sustained spectacular rates of economic 
growth for decades, by pursuing versions of the Economic 
Nationalist model. 

Under the doctrine of Economic Nationalism, a British 
Nationalist government would allow small and medium 
enterprises (SMEs) a high degree of freedom, whilst at the same 
time intervening robustly in the affairs of large corporations to 
ensure they align their business strategies with the British national 
interest. Strategically important industries in sectors such as 
Aerospace and Electronics would be encouraged to invest in 
research and development and to export aggressively from behind 
protective tariff barriers. 

Strong share market regulation would ensure that major 
British enterprises would be owned and controlled exclusively by 
British people. In South Korea, similar policies led to the 
emergence of world-class Korean enterprises such as Hyundai ^ 

and Samsung, which both promoted Korean national interests 
and actually manufactured high quality industrial products of real f 

value to ordinary people! 

A British Nationalist government would encourage alternative 
forms of enterprise to develop in a mixed economy alongside 










traditional private limited companies. Under a Nationalist 
administration, we would certainly see a resurgence of regional 
building societies, workers’ cooperatives and successful trust 
companies like the John Lewis organisation. The financial 
services sector, in particular, desperately needs to be re-organised 
along Economic Nationalist principles. The credit crunch and the 
banking crisis have stemmed directly from a gross failure of 
financial services regulation. Other than the bankers and City 
spivs themselves, nobody bears a greater share of the blame for 
the financial disaster than the Financial Services Authority (FSA). 

THE FSA 

The FSA was Gordon Brown’s pet creature and he placed huge 
reliance on it as the financial regulator of choice, taking over 
many of the traditional responsibilities of the Bank of England. 
For years, the FSA vomited out vast forests of vague “principles- 
based” regulation, which firms were expected to interpret 
themselves, with little or no assistance from an unresponsive and 
irresponsible FSA. Not surprisingly, the result was an anarchic 
free-for-all in financial services. A future Nationalist government 
would abolish the FSA and rip up all the “principles-based” 
guidance issued by it. All this failed regulation must be replaced 
by a detailed and specific rules-based regulatory structure, 
strongly entrenched in statute law. 

The City originally invented mortgage-backed securities, 
derivatives and other complex instruments in a genuine attempt to 
serve the need of legitimate business to hedge and defray real 
trading risks. But the system evolved into institutional abuse when 
the dealing of such instruments became a business objective in . 


itself. As the financial instruments grew more complex and 
opaque, senior bank executives also became progressively more 
negligent in their failure to understand the so-called “products” 
they were marketing. The banks’ risk management models and 
internal controls proved incapable of identifying and managing 
the toxic risks inherent in their own financial instruments. It is 
now time for this market in madness to be consigned to history. 
The City of London must rediscover its roots as the servant, not 
the master, of manufacturing industry, which should be the prime 
source of wealth creation in any modern economy. 

Under a future British Nationalist government, a specific 
statutory framework would be developed to dictate not only the 
banks’ minimum capital requirements, but also the specific 
instruments permitted to be sold. Furthermore, a British 
Nationalist government would maintain proprietary shareholder 
stakes in all the major banks, and appoint Compliance Directors 
to the banks’ Audit & Risk Committees, to ensure both that 
effective internal controls are in place, and that the statutory 
regulations are being observed. 

Unlike stale Marxist economics, Economic Nationalism has a 
proven record of successful wealth-creation on a massive scale. 
Unlike Global Capitalism, Economic Nationalism will allow this 
wealth to be distributed fairly within the British Nation, rather 
than being monopolised by a tiny international elite. 

In the realm of economic policy, as with immigration and 
multiculturalism, the BNP has proved it is capable of diagnosing 
the ills of our age and forecasting the resulting crises years in 
advance. But the party also promotes credible Nationalist 
remedies, which alone can promise a prosperous future for our 
children. 


Popular BNP website writer George Fanning 
says the global financial crisis has vindicated 
our economic nationalism. 
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T he first thing to make clear is that 
the Peak Oil scenario does not 
suggest that oil will run out 
tomorrow. This is because all oil production 
follows a ‘bell-curve’ production pattern. 
This is true whether we are discussing an 
individual oil field, the oil production of a 
region or country or indeed, the oil 
production of the whole planet. 

Were a graph to be drawn, showing oil 
production from whatever source, then this 
graph would resemble a bell or bell-curve 
shape - a shape with which I'm sure we are 
all familiar. Oil production begins slowly 
then climbs swiftly, levels off and finally 
reaches the point of maximum production 
or Peak Oil. Thereafter oil production 
begins to fall, slowly at first but then with 
increasing swiftness until finally levelling 
off prior to complete exhaustion of the oil. 

Dr. Marion Kink Hubbert, an American 
oil geologist working for Shell back in the 
1950s is accredited with discerning the Peak 
Oil, bell-curve pattern. From his many 
observations of oil wells and fields 
throughout the country he observed that 
Peak Oil invariably follows peak discovery 
by some 40 years. Thus he was able to 
predict, in 1956, that American oil 
production would peak around 1970, peak 
discovery having occurred in 1930. 

Although originally dismissed, his ideas 
were proven to be correct when American 
oil production peaked, right on cue, in 
1970. 

With this in mind it is well to note that 
worldwide peak discovery occurred in 1964 
some 44 years ago. This being so, 
worldwide Peak Oil is, statically at least, 
upon us. Indeed, I, along with many others, 
believe Peak Oil occurred in 2005 for in that 
year the world produced some 85 million 
barrels of oil per day (mbpd) and now, three 
years later, the world is still producing some 
85 mbpd. Demand however, has since risen 
to 87 mbpd. 

This is very significant indeed, for up to 
2005 the demand for oil dictated the 
production of oil. As the demand for oil 
rose over the years, oil producers have, up to 
2005, been able to match this increase in 
demand with a corresponding increase in 
production. However, 2005 saw a 
fundamental change to this demand equals 
production equilibrium, for since that time, 
demand alone no longer dictates 
production. Production is instead dictated 
by geology and this new and unprecedented 
condition has created a small shortfall 
between the demand for oil and the supply 
of oil. 

However, this small and seemingly 
innocuous gap, between the supply and 
demand, is of extreme importance. For the 
first time in the history of The Age of Oil, 
there is now a disparity between production 
and demand. It is this disparity, not the fear 
that oil will run out tomorrow, that lies at 
the very heart of the problems we now face 
with Peak Oil. As production is now 



dictated by geology, rather than demand, 
this disparity can do nothing but get wider 
as time goes by. 

Indeed, we do not have to speculate as 
to what a shortfall in the supply of oil might 
do to our economy. We have a precedent 
from which to draw guidance, when OPEC 
in 1973 curtailed oil exports to the USA 
and other Western nations to protest their 
support for Israel in the Yom Kippur War. 
This caused a shortfall, between supply and 
demand, of around 5%. This seemingly 
small and insignificant shortfall had a 
devastating effect on Western economies, 
including our own here in the UK. 

Factories, shops, offices and schools, 
indeed, the whole of the UK economy was 
forced to slow down because of material 
shortages and all too frequent power-cuts, 
with many businesses forced to operate only 
three days per week. 

Thus we see that even a very small 
shortfall in the supply of oil can have 
devastating effects on society that seem, at 
first glance, to be out of all proportion, but 
such is the nature of the beast, a small 
shortfall means huge social and economic 
consequences. Indeed, it has been 
postulated that it would take only a 10% - 
15% shortfall in the supply of oil to 
completely shatter the economy of an oil 
dependent nation, such as ours, and lead to 
a never-ending and total economic 
depression the likes of which we have never 
before seen. 

When we reach the edge of the oil 
production plateau upon which we now 
find ourselves and oil production begins to 
decline then it is impossible to know just 
what this decline rate be. Optimists give us 
a decline rate of 2% - 3% per annum whilst 
pessimists a figure of 10% -15%. If we take 
the average of these we get a decline rate of 
around 8% and as North Sea oil production 
is falling at around 8% per annum then this

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ancient Easter Island dwellers. Indeed, I feel 
Easter Island might be looked upon as a 
microcosm of our world today for, just like 
them, we too are unable to 'build boats' in 
order to escape our fate. There is but one 
‘Island Earth’ and we all live upon it. Like 
them, we too have over exploited and 
overpopulated Island Earth to a point of 
near total collapse and Peak Oil has, I feel, 
the potential to be the catalyst that 
precipitates that collapse. 


The Present Day - reflecting the end of 
cheap oil 


As the worldwide production of oil is now 
static at 85 mbpd and demand is at 87 
mbpd, we are now in the post peak era and 
already seeing the effects of Peak Oil. These 
are not easily discernable or attributable to 
Peak Oil itself for Peak Oil might be 
compared to someone with the AIDS virus. 
It is said that no one dies of AIDS per se, as 
AIDS simply destroys the body’s defence 
system and the victim dies of some other 
medical problem that the victim’s body 
cannot fight. AIDS itself, it could be 
argued, has no obvious symptoms; it is 
rather the resultant medical problems that 
having AIDS engenders that is the cause of 
the victim's problems. 


We do not ‘see’ AIDS per se only the 
problems that AIDS brings about. 


events have, in fact, occurred many times 
before throughout human history, albeit on 
a local scale. It is to these localised events I 
have looked for guidance and clues as to 
what our own fate might be in a post fossil 
fuel world. 

We are all aware of ‘lost cities’ being 
discovered in jungles around the world and 
all of these lost cities represent the 
flourishing and eventual collapse of a 
localised society. Easter Island in the South 
Pacific is, I feel, a prime example of the 
flourish and eventual collapse of just such a 
localised society. 

When the original Polynesian settlers 
landed on the island, around 800 AD, they 
found themselves on a lush and verdant 
island with fertile soil and abundant 
wildlife. However, overpopulation and over 
exploitation of the island’s resources 
eventually led to a total collapse of their 
society. As the islanders had felled all the 
trees, they were unable to construct boats 
and so unable to escape the island or indeed 
their fate. Intertribal wars led to many 
deaths. Cannibalism became widespread as 
people themselves were now the only large 
prey animal left on the island. Thus it was 
that the population was reduced to a very 
small number of individuals who were now 
just able to survive on the island’s all but 
depleted resources. 

I believe Peak Oil now presents us with 
a very similar and equally terrifying 
situation to that experienced by those Earth 


Likewise we do not ‘see’ Peak Oil, only 
the problems Peak Oil brings about. 


We are all aware of the ‘credit crunch’, but 
what is the underlying reason for the 
financial meltdown? Inappropriate lending 
by banks and other financial institutions or 
the fact that oil was well over $ 100 a barrel 
and the banks have lost confidence in the 
future growth of the economy? We are 
seeing record gas and electricity prices, 
global economic slowdown, and riots seen 
in countries all over the world over the 
rocketing cost of food. 

Even developed countries are seeing 
food prices at record levels and even food 
shortages, shortages not seen for a 
generation or more. Butter, for example, is 
unobtainable in Japan. In the USA we learn 
that the producers of freeze-dried food have 
stopped exporting their products outside 
mainland USA due to unprecedented local 
demand. Rice, flour, bread and beer, along 
with many other food stuffs, is being 
rationed by many of the larger food stores 
to try and maintain a reasonable level of 
supply. 

Farmers in Vietnam are having the rice 
in their fields stolen at night. To try and 
prevent this, the Vietnamese government 
have banned all agricultural vehicles from 
the roads after sunset. The farmers 
themselves are standing armed guard over 
their fields to try and save their crops. 

All these current and ongoing events are 


rate does not seem too unrealistic. 

If this proved to be the case, then 
worldwide oil production would fall by a 
staggering 50% in just eight years. Given 
that it would take only a 10% - 15% 
shortfall to completely shatter our economy, 
it is difficult to comprehend what a 50% 
shortfall might do. Even if we take the 
optimists' view and say that oil production 
will fall by just 2.5% in the first year, then 
please remember that to this figure we must 
now add the 2.5% increase in demand. The 
shortfall would then be 5% in just one year; 
the same 5% that caused all the disruption 
to the economy back in the 70s. A further 
2.5% fall in production and corresponding 
2.5% rise in demand the following year 
would see a shortfall of 10%, enough of a 
shortfall, in just two years, to completely 
shatter our economy. 

Peak oil then, might be summarised by 
saying that it creates a permanent and 
increasing shortfall between the supply of 
oil and the demand for oil. 


CONSEQUENCES 


Whilst the problems Peak Oil engenders 
now encompass the whole planet, similar 






the result of Peak Oil but, and as 
mentioned, we do not see Peak Oil, only the 
effects Peak Oil brings about. 

The Near Future - reflecting higher oil 
prices and oil shortages 

In the near future we can expect the price of 
oil to continue to rise, for as the shortfall in 
the supply of oil grows, then this will, of 
itself, force the price of oil ever higher, as is 
the case with the price of all commodities 
when demand outstrips supply. Even at 
$100 a barrel, oil was still very cheap, only 
around 30p a litre, considerably less that 
some bottled water. But even this relatively 
low price is having a major impact on world 
economies. Imagine the effects on these 
economies when oil hits $1,000 a barrel, 
petrol is £15 a litre and the shortfall in 
supply hits, say, 10%. 

Just as in the 70s we shall see 
blackouts, food, fuel and material shortages 
but, unlike the 70s, these difficulties will 
not be short-lived but will represent a new, 
permanent and ever worsening situation. 
This could lead, eventually, to a total 
collapse of the economy and with this 
collapse will go the very foundations of our 
civilisation and society. 

Thousands of companies will go 
bankrupt leaving millions of people 
unemployed. Life savings will be wiped out 
as High Street banks close their doors 
forever. Pension institutions will evaporate 
as will the pension funds they hold. Indeed, 
unless you are planning to retire in the next 
year or so then I would not bother paying 
into a pension fund at all. 

Welfare payments will be a thing of the 
past. The price of houses will plummet to 
next to nothing as there will be tens of 
thousands of houses on the market, the 
result of the huge number of homes 


repossessed from the newly unemployed. 
Because of negative equity, they will find 
that they are no longer able to either sell 
their homes at a price that will allow them 
to clear their mortgage or keep up monthly 
repayments with their livelihoods and 
savings gone. 

Food will initially be very expensive and 
then increasingly scarce as large food 
producers go to the wall and food storage 
facilities fail through lack of electrical 
power. Farmers will look hopelessly on as 
produce rots in their fields as their tractors 
stand idle through want of diesel. Armed 
gangs may well hijack lorries carrying food, 
food that will then be sold on the black 
market. 

The immediate post peak world will be 
a very different and infinitely more 
dangerous place than the illusionary world 
we live in today. 

The Long Term - reflecting the end of 
fossil fuels 

In a true post fossil fuel world, observers 
and commentators disagree as to how the 
world will react and what path society will 
ultimately follow. Some envisage a soft- 
landing with alternative energy sources 
slowly taking over from oil without too 
many problems. I do not see this view as 
realistic or possible given the low energy 
returns to be had from alternatives and 
given that we do not have the time to 
develop them. 

Some, like author Richard Heinberg, 
see a future in self-contained communities 
and eco-villages. Again I do not see this 
working to any degree. If a community 
were successfully established and 
flourishing, this very success would be a 
magnet, attracting people from the 
surrounding area who would most certainly 


want the new community’s goodies. 

Security would be impossible to 
maintain. Crops would be stolen before 
they had a chance to mature. Resistance 
would be met by violence and murder from 
desperate and hungry people - people who, 
in the illusionary world in which we now 
live, would be considered decent, honest, 
upright, law abiding citizens. Hunger and 
thirst however, soon change all that. 

There also remains the small problem 
of numbers. I have seen many figures given 
for the number of people the land area of 
England might support in a post fossil fuel 
era and these figures vary tremendously 
with many being, in my opinion, widely 
optimistic. 

I believe that the best and simplest 
guide as to how many people the land 
might support in a post-fossil-fuel-era is 
simply to look at how many people the land 
supported in a pre-fossil-fuel-era , which I 
would put, for convenience, at 1800. 

The population of England in 1750 was 
around 6 million people, roughly the same 
as it had been in 1300, 450 years earlier. It 
was observed however, that the population 
in the latter half of the 18 th century, seemed 
to be growing at a prodigious rate and fears 
were raised that the population was in 
danger of outstripping the available food 
supply. In order to respond to these fears 
and in order to better understand 
population growth, the British government 
instigated the first national census in 1801, 
which gives us a population figure of just 
over 8 million. 

If we accept that this figure of 8 million 
represents the true number of people the 
land might support in a post fossil fuel 
world, and given that we have to return to 
such a population figure before 
communities might come into being, then 
this means a die-off of some 55 million 




people or 90% of the population. 

However, even this utterly terrifying 
prospect I see as being overly optimistic, for 
the rural community of 8 million people 
that existed in 1800 did not just appear 
overnight but was the culmination of 
countless generations of farmers making 
incremental improvements to farming 
methods over many thousands of years, 
which resulted in a vast pool of agricultural 
based knowledge. We do not posses that 
knowledge base and without it T do not 
believe a population of even 8 million 
people is at all sustainable. 

Without the agricultural knowledge 
base needed to survive and with none of 
today's infrastructure in place, I envisage the 
population of England, in a true post fossil 
fuel world, plummeting to a figure of 
around 1 million before some kind of 
stability sets in - reflecting, if you will, what 
happened on Easter Island and indeed, to 
many other societies and civilisations 
throughout history. 

As it would still be unsafe for these 
survivors to live in any kind of settlement or 
community, I see them forming small and 
highly mobile bands of hunter-gatherers, 
and, as metals would be no more, these 
survivors would represent the founding 
members of The Post Industrial Stone Age'. 

Peak Oil then, may mean it’s ‘Back to 
Square One’ for the human race 

SOLUTION 

However, and before we all rush off and put 
our heads in the gas oven, this future is by 
no means certain and indeed, it is, to a 
degree, avoidable...but only if central 
government acts now and in a decisive and 
purposeful way. 

The problems posed by Peak Oil are

really a problem of overpopulation and so 
measures need to be taken immediately to 
reduce population numbers. 

The population of any country can 
increase by one of two methods or indeed, 
both. (1) The birth rate exceeds the death 
rate and (2) as a direct result of 
immigration. On this the UK is dealt a 
double whammy for we have more and 
more immigrants coming here, which 
directly increases the population. To 
compound this, immigrants invariably go 
on to have more children than the 
indigenous white population thus increasing 
the population on counts (1) and (2). To 
combat this we should pull out of the EU 
immediately - as this is an experiment gone 
wrong in any event - and send home all 
immigrants who have come to live here as a 
direct result of our EU membership. 

Immigrants from the old 
commonwealth countries came here as life 
here was seen as better than life in their 
country of origin. This process must now be 
reversed so that life in this country is seen 
as worse than life in their country of origin. 
Then the immigrants would leave for the 
very same reasons they came here in the 
first place, specifically, to get a better life. 

Immigrants and their descendants could 
be barred from social housing, unable to 
own property, have no entitlement to 
welfare payments, and barred from holding 
any public or political office. Race relations 
legislation should be scrapped and political 
incorrectness tolerated once again with 
people free, once more, to say what they 
really feel. 

If these measures were introduced then 
many immigrants would see life in India for 
example, as being more attractive than life 
in the UK and so return of their own free 
will. Indeed, a cash incentive or perhaps 
free air travel might also help in this 
process. 

As for the birth rate, then one child only 
families must be encouraged by discounting 
any second child as regards welfare 
payments and/or tax incentives etc. If this 
were made so, then a family might get a 
welfare payment of X for the first child but 
this sum would not be increased should 
more children come along. Moreover, any 
additional child is now going to require 
more state expenditure on such things as 
health and education, this being so, then the 
parents should now have a tax increase to 
offset this increase in state expenditure. 

Having tackled the population problem 
we must simultaneously embark on a 
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program of energy conservation in order to 
reduce, as much as is possible, our 
dependence on imported energy. 

HMG should, like Spain, introduce, 
immediately, a 50 MPH blanket speed limit 
on all roads. Cars with engine sizes over 
1200cc should be banned altogether. 

Public transport should be made free for 
all users at any time of the day, with this 
being paid for by taxing private transport. 
Thus, if someone wants to use a private car 
then they would be helping to pay for 
someone else to use the bus or train. 

The forthcoming London based 
Olympic Games should be scrapped and the 
money put to supplying every home with 
solar panels and private wind turbines. 

Likewise overseas aid should be 
curtailed and the money put to energy 
conservation. We shall very soon need all 
the help we can get here in the UK and will 
these overseas countries send aid to us I 
wonder? 

It should be made illegal to heat any 
building above a certain temperature 
and/or to knowingly waste energy. How 
many times have you walked past a shop, in 
the dead of winter, to be all but blown off 
your feet by a blast of hot air coming from 
the propped open shop door? 

Cheap air fares should be scrapped and 
people encouraged to holiday at home if at 
all. 

Prisoners and the unemployed should 
be made to work the land, using only 
traditional farming methods, in order to 
better understand just how much food the 
land might provide without the input of 
fossil fuels. As a bonus, the jails would 
stand empty (other than really dangerous 
prisoners) and there would be no 
unemployed. 

The land itself needs to be distributed in 
a more even and fair way, for the big 
landowning families in England were given 
their land by William the Conqueror and 
have retained ownership ever since. We all 
need to ‘go back to the land’ but in order to 
do this we have to have land to go back to. 
As fossil fuels will not be available in the 
not too distant future, we need to develop 
and train draft animals once more. It takes 
seven years, for example, to train a horse to 
the plough and so we need to start this 
training without delay. 

Children should once again be taught 
gardening and the use of carpentry and 
other hand tools. Young girls should once 
more be taught to knit and to prepare 
simple meals from basic ingredients and 
without the aid of some electronic gizmo. 

The measures outlined above may seem 
draconian but, and to be clear, the 
diminishing supply of fossil fuels means 
that we shall either do these things to 
ourselves or they will be done to us. We are 
at a point of transition and we must now 
decide where we want to go from here. 
Decisions need to be made and action taken 
without delay, for time is not on our side.

Saint Obama or Another 
Uncle Tom? 

Some radical right and 
nationalist commentators 
may be reading the situation j 
wrongly when they believe 
that the massive support 
given to Barack Obama by 
young white American voters 
means that the United States 
is irrevocably destined to be 
subjected to multiracial rule. 

The overwhelming majority 
of those liberal whites rarely 
mix with blacks beyond the 
campus gates of the colleges 
and universities, no more than 
their parents do who also 
voted for Obama and who 
mainly live in gated safe white 
areas, whether it is in multi¬ 
ethnic California or New York State. Their vote was a protest 
against the policies of George W Bush and the economic 
meltdown with spiralling unemployment, and who can blame 
them? Fortunately for the Democrats they chose a candidate with 
charisma, intelligence and oratorical powers against which the 71- 
year-old war hero McCain’s sole weapon was his patriotism. Yet 
he still picked up 55% of the white vote to Obama’s 43%, plus 
95% of the black vote and two thirds of Hispanic and Asian votes 
and 77% of Jewish votes to Obama. 

Note also that in the traditional Southern States, which have 
the highest black population, the whites voted overwhelmingly for 
McCain, and with the exception of Virginia the States all 
remained Republican. Generally Obama did not play upon his 
‘blackness’ (more on this later), but for those in the know the 
exceptional amount of time he spent in winning over Virginia 
showed that he was very much aware of it. This was the former 
capital of the breakaway Southern Confederation and Obama 
knew that the symbolism of winning the State was in the same 
manner as Lincoln sending in black Federal troops when its 
Capital, Richmond, fell in June 1865. 

How effective Obama can be as a president will only be seen 
with the passage of the next twelve months or so. But when 
America’s blacks in particular see that little has changed for them 
then he will no longer be regarded as Saint Obama but as another 
Uncle Tom. It really depends upon his backers, which include the 
remaining banks and finance houses of Wall Street. Much play 
was made of the two million or more small donations to Obama’s 
war chest via his excellent internet campaign, but more than half 
his record $650 million funding came from big business. 

His appointment of Rahm Emanuel as his chief of staff is 
interesting. Much of the global financial collapse can be traced to 
the granting of cheap mortgages to immigrants and poor blacks, 
with little chance of paying them back, by the federal mortgage 
firm Freddie Mac. Emanuel served on its board of directors when 
scandal was first brewing. According to a complaint filed by the 
US Securities and Exchange Commission, Freddie Mac 
misreported profits by billions of dollars in order to deceive 
investors between the years 2000 and 2002, although Emanuel 
was not accused of being personally responsible for this. His 
father, Benjamin M. Emanuel, now living in Chicago, was an 
active member of “Irgun” or the Stern Gang fighting the then 
British rule in Palestine. 

The BNP, whose website already has more visitors than all 
other UK political parties added together, can still learn much 




from the brilliant use of the internet by the Obama 
team. Its mastery of the internet as a campaigning 
tool was key to his victory To give a few examples, as ] 
well as sending out millions of e-mails to potential 
Democrat voters, in particular first time voters, his 
team brought in the co-founder of Facebook, Chris 
Hughes, and created its own social networking site. 

This attracted over 1.5 million members who 
organised themselves into separate activists’ groups to 
ensure the election, if not the deification, of their idol. 
Finally, one could not help noticing the joy upon the 
news announcers faces, both ITV as well as BBC, 
when after 48 hours devoted to the second coming 
they were able to announce that Lewis Hamilton, our 
“black” Formula One racing driver was now world 
champion - which he fully deserved. The point is that 
both Lewis Hamilton and Saint Obama have white 
mothers. Is this another form of racism disregarded by 
the liberal intelligentsia who apparently consider that 
only the black blood counts? I am not suggesting that 
we should return to Kiplingesque terminology of 
“half castes”, or even accusing the parents of having “warped 
biological instincts”, as was once fashionable, but surely “mixed 
race” would be more accurate? 


Human Rights For Somali Pirates 

Playing upon our tradition of once being a great naval power, 
Herve Morin, the French defence minister, recommended that 
Britain should take command of the EU’s naval mission to tackle 
the problem of Somali pirates in the Gulf of Aden. Foreign 
Secretary David Miliband eagerly commented: “Our participation 
in the Somalia project is an important one.” 

We must give praise, on this occasion, to Geoffrey Van Orden, 
Tory defence spokesman in Europe, who said: “The EU is 
desperate to find military operations that it can stick its flag on in 
order to give credibility to its defence pretensions.” 

Naval ships from European countries as part of NATO are 
already active in the area and are finding that it is difficult to 
arrest any Somalian pirates in case it infringes their ‘human 
rights’. Captain Andres Breijo, the head of the existing anti-piracy 
mission said that as Somalia was a “failed state” the West feared 
that if the pirates were handed over to the Somali authorities they 
would be tortured or executed. Instead, his task force will only be 
permitted to keep a watch over merchant ships in the area. 

One cannot help but ask where were the human rights of the 
13-year-old Somali girl who was stoned to death under Sharia law 
after being accused of adultery by Islamic militants who control 
most of the country? Aisha Ibrahim Duhulow had reported being 
gang raped. The response was to charge her with adultery and 
take her to a stadium in the southern port city of Kismayo (where 
some of the pirates come from) packed with a thousand 
spectators. She was then buried up to her neck and stoned to 
death. What charming people; what a charming aspect of their 
religion! 


Afghanistan Campaign “A Half-cocked Con” 

Symbolic of the cut-cost approach of the Government when it 
comes to equipment for our armed forces, the Snatch Land Rover 
widely used in Iraq and then in Afghanistan has acquired the 
nickname among our soldiers of ‘mobile coffin’. It was designed 
for peace-keeping missions and its thin-skinned armour will only 
withstand small arms fire, not roadside bombs, which in the past 
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five years have killed more than 30 of 
our soldiers in Afghanistan. Most 
notable of these were Cpl Sarah 
Bryant and three male SAS soldiers 
who were killed when a roadside 
bomb destroyed their Land Rover on 
June 17 th this year. 

On November 1 st Major Sebastian 
Morley, the SAS reservist 
commander in Afghanistan 
resigned in protest on “chronic 
| under investment” in equipment 
generally supplied for our forces by 
the Ministry of Defence. 

A week later Major Will Pike, 
who led a company of the 3 rd 
Battalion, the Parachute Regiment 
in Helmand Province two years 
ago, said that our forces were sent 
into Helmand on a “half-cocked” 
campaign to “con” world opinion 
about the country’s military strength. How right the Major is, for 
the BNP has consistently opposed the use of our armed forces in 
non-British interests in order for the Lib-Lab-Con parties to 
posture upon the world stage as the bringers of democracy, and 
the joys of global banksters, to the heathen nations. However, 
whilst our men and women are giving their lives in these dubious 
campaigns, they should at least have the very best equipment. 

According to a Daily Telegraph report (10.11.08) Major Pike 
said “rival agendas” were being pursued in Afghanistan by 
different government departments while the forces on the ground 
were left with inadequate air cover and poor equipments such as 
the Snatch Land Rover. Having had a spell in Whitehall before 
leaving the Army, he thought it remained unclear whether the 
mission was being run by the MoD, the Foreign Office or (this is 
significant) the Department for International Development.

Muslim Extremists Radicalising Prisoners 

In early October the BBC’s lunchtime news for the East of 
England reported that Muslim prisoners at Whitemoor Prison in 
Cambridgeshire were complaining that they were being unfairly 
presented as being extremists. A whey-faced middle-aged white 
lady was trotted out to give the usual liberal-left argument of 
support for these ‘much-maligned’ prisoners. 

The same evening, ITV news programme gave a quite 
different story on the Muslim prisoners at Whitemoor Prison, as 
did most national newspapers the following morning. What had 
prompted the news item, and the BBC’s interpretation of it, was 
the findings of a report commissioned by the EU which warned 
that urgent action was required to 
stop brainwashing by jailed 
extremists. Dr Peter Neumann from 
King’s College London said 
governments should observe prisons 
more closely in the future as they 
were likely to become “major hubs” 
for terrorist recruitment. 

Anne Owers, the Chief 
Inspector of Prisons, said: “There 
was a perception among officers 
that some Muslim prisoners 
operated as a gang and put 
pressures on non-Muslim 
prisoners to convert, and on 
other Muslim prisoners to 
conform to a strict interpretation 
of Islamic practice.

Hypotheses reviewing (briefly) the last 30 
years of our research on race and IQ. 

You might find the world IQ map 
especially interesting based largely on the 
work of British psychologist Richard Lynn. 
Among other thing it shows the average IQ 
of South Asians/North Africans is about 
90, which is much higher than for sub- 
Saharan Blacks but a lot lower than for the 
indigenous Europeans. So, when BNP 
spokesmen (I’m thinking of Doc Phil 
Edwards a year or so ago) suggests the IQ 
differences are there, they are completely 
correct.

I find the central premise of Paul Golding’s 
article ‘Democracy in decay’ in October’s 
edition to be fundamentally flawed. The 
reason that British Governments do not 
take the action necessary for the 
advancement of the national interest is not 
a fear of courting unpopularity through the 
adoption of controversial and difficult long 
term policies. If it were, then the whole 
Thatcherite experiment would not have 
happened. Nor would the wars in Iraq or 
Afghanistan. Conversely, every political 
party would be clamouring to introduce 
populist ‘Law and Order’ measures such as 
the restoration of Capital Punishment. 

The real reason that governments do 
not act in the national interest is that the 
political agenda is set by shadowy elites 
who operate far away from any democratic 
control or accountability. Over the last 
twenty years this agenda has coalesced 
around three linked ideological positions: 1) 
It is Internationalist. National sovereignty is 
diluted through Trans National 
organisations such as the World Bank,the 
IMF, the European Union, with the 
ultimate aim of a One World Government. 
Strong nation states are the biggest obstacle 
to this plan and are thus undermined and 
weakened. 2) It is the Free Market. 
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The ideas of the American economist 
Milton Friedman have become the 
orthodoxy amongst Trans National 
organisations. The free movement of 
money and of peoples is seen as the best 
way of undermining the sovereignty of 
nation states. In recent years the elite, in 
their Neo-Conservative guise, have been 
increasingly willing to impose this 
orthodoxy at the point of a gun. Hence the 
wars mentioned above, the threats to Iran 
and to left nationalist leaders such as Hugo 
Chaves in Venezuela. 3) It is socially liberal. 
In other words, people are seduced away 
from their cultural roots by the 
undermining of traditional values such as 
those attached to the family, the church, 
and patriotism and their replacement with 
ideas such as Multiculturalism, the 
promotion of homosexuality and abortion, 
the worship of mindless celebrity and the 
endless pursuit of consumerism. 

The domination of our universities by 
adherents of the Frankfurt school of 
Marxism has played a key role in promoting 
this latter part of the agenda. Note that 
each of the three parts of this agenda are in 
themselves highly unpopular with the 
British people (and peoples around the 
world) and yet all of our major political 
parties have joined together in advocating 
policies that fit this agenda. This has 
reached the point were it now makes 
absolutely no difference whether the 
Government is Labour, Conservative, 
Liberal Democrat, or a coalition of all 
three. The need is to build a strong, vibrant 
and democratic nationalist culture that can 
begin to challenge this secret elite agenda.

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W hat part have conspiracies 
played in the evolution of 
political thought and action? 
Despite the risk that those uttering such 
sentiments may be thought appropriate 
candidates for internment in a mental 
institution, the question is a serious one: it 
has far more poignancy than those who 
would reject the idea out of hand may care 
I to admit. 

In the United States, the secretive 
I meetings of shadowy bodies such as the 
Council on Foreign Relations, the Trilateral 
Commission and the Bilderberger Group 
are well documented. Indeed, it is not at all 
far-fetched to describe the deliberations of 
such groupings as “conspiratorial.” More 
recently we have witnessed the enormous 
power of the neo-con lobby, prompted by 
powerful unelected figures such as Paul 
Wolfowitz and Richard Perle, in 
formulating American foreign policy 
towards Iraq and Afghanistan with the 
pretty disastrous consequences evident for 
all to see. Both adventures have become 
prime illustrations of what the dissenting 
lobby in regard to Vietnam in the 1960s 
used to with every justification call a “no- 
| win war.” 

In the United Kingdom we have had a 
I fair share of criminal conspiracies: the 
Gunpowder Plot to blow up the House of 
Lords in 1605 during James I’s state 
opening of parliament and the Cato Street 
conspiracy in 1820, involving a plot to 
murder four cabinet ministers just before 
George IV’s accession to the throne, readily 
I come to mind. 

Much more recently, in 1966, Harold 
I Wilson, then Labour Prime Minister, 
described the seamen’s strike of that year as 
being promoted by “a tightly knit group of 
politically motivated men” who organised 
that crippling stoppage over a six-week 
period. He was, in fact, referring specifically 
to the part played by the British Communist 
Party’s (CPGB) industrial organiser, Bert 
Ramelson, from the party’s headquarters in 
London. Towards the end of his 
premiership, moreover, Wilson became 
convinced that there was an MI5 plot to 
unseat him and reveal him as a Soviet agent 
(for which allegation there was minimal 
I evidence). 

Yet the most far-reaching, damaging 
I and significant conspiracy (“a secret plan or 
agreement to carry out an illegal or harmful 
act, specially with political motivation, a 
plot, the fact of making such plans in 
secret” - Collins’ dictionary) has been how 
the political elite have succeeded in 
dragooning the United Kingdom, through 
unrelenting lies and deception, into what is 
I now known as the European Union. 

Right back to the times of Jean Monnet 
I and Robert Schuman in the late 1940s and 
early 1950s the so-called ‘European 
Construction’ was the ultimate ambitious 
objective: that the countries of Western 
Europe should eventually come together in 


complete political and economic union. The | 
setting up of a common market, itself never 
intended to be a free trade area but rather a 
highly regulated internal market protected 
against external competition by tariff 
barriers, was regarded as merely a first step 
along the political pathway, treaty by treaty 
as dictated by circumstances. It was always 
moving us in the same direction towards 
that distant, never clearly defined goal, of a 
federal European state. 

J CULTURE OF DECEIT 

A culture of deceit has permeated all 
decision-making. Our politicians and civil 
servants have sought to downplay the 
significance of “Project Europe” and to 
present it to the wider public as something 
essentially different from what it has come 
to be and, more importantly, what they 
I knew all along it would become. 

This, of course, meant that every time a 
I fresh step towards the new state was being 
contemplated (and witness how almost 
surreptitiously the European Economic 
Community became the European 
Community and ultimately the European 
Union) British politicians of all the main 
parties have first expressed opposition as a 
tactical ploy to much of what their new 
continental partners were proposing but 
then, with supine weakness and duplicity, 
fell in line and in doing so deliberately 
concealed from the British people just how 
I much they had surrendered. 

One of many appalling consequences is 
I the extent to which our entire political 
system has become enmeshed with that of 
the European project and how so much of 
the legislation which rules our lives now 
emanates from Brussels through regulations 
and directives. Knowledge revealed from 
state papers explains the depth of this 
treachery and the long-term planning 
behind it. The Public Records Office in Kew | 
has disclosed a number of extremely 
salutary documents which I have been able 
I to examine. 

When Edward Heath, then Minister of 
I State for Europe, visited Professor 
Hallstein, then President of the European 
Commission, in November 1960, his report 
on that meeting noted how Hallstein had 
emphasised that joining the community was 
not just a matter of adopting a common 
tariff but an introduction to a new 
statehood. It would be necessary, insisted 
Hallstein, for any new entrant to accept the 
principle that the EEC was intended to 
evolve into something much deeper “some 
form of federal state” which was what the 
Commission was working towards. (Source: 

I PRO/FO/371/150369.) 

A particularly informative document 
I was called the Werner Report. In 1969 the 
Council of Ministers had commissioned the 
Prime Minister of Luxembourg, Pierre 
Werner, to draw up a plan to move the 
Common Market forward to full economic 


and monetary union. This confidential 
report began circulating amongst Brussels 
bureaucrats in October 1970 just as Britain’s 
negotiations to enter the EEC were getting 
| underway. 

It was at this time that a secret briefing 
I note to Heath from Con O’Neill, our senior 
civil servant responsible for Europe, 
explained that if implemented, Werner’s 
proposals would have enormous political 
repercussions. O’Neill’s memorandum 
described “a process of fundamental 
importance, implying progressive 
development towards the political union ... 
going well beyond the full establishment of 
a common market.” The Werner plan, it 
was claimed, would lead to “the ultimate 
creation of a European Federal State, with a 
single currency.” All the basic instruments 
of national economic management (fiscal, 
monetary, income and regional policies) 
would be transferred to the central federal 
authority. The Werner Report concluded 
that the radical transformation of present 
communities should be accomplished 
within a decade. (Source: 

| PRO/FCO/30/789.) 

In the light of that assessment from Con 
I O’Neill, Edward Heath’s shameful 
behaviour disclosed the true extent of his 
political dishonesty and total absence of 
candour towards the British people. Just 
consider the following. In his White Paper, 
circulated to every household in the country 
in June 1971, Heath stated: “There is no 
question of Britain losing essential 
sovereignty” - a lie. And then in a television 
broadcast to mark Britain’s entry to the 
j EEC in January 1973, Heath affirmed: 
“There are some in this country who fear

that in going into Europe we shall in some 
way sacrifice independence and sovereignty. 
These fears, I need hardly say, are 
completely unjustified.” Again, a lie, and a 
particularly brazen one with revelatory 
consequences for the British people insofar 
as Heath had always managed to project 
himself as a man of honour and integrity. 

As the years have gone by so has the 
I Eurosceptic antipathy to the whole 
construction been reinforced with 
I incontrovertible justification. British life has 
become the victim of an implanted alien 
virus. The conflict between metric and 
imperial measures is merely one dramatic 
symbol of this conflict. Others present 
themselves at all levels of our involvement 


with politicised Europe: hideous costs, the 
destruction of our fishing waters, the 
I corruption of the Brussels bureaucracy (the 
community’s accounts, for instance, have 
been rejected by the Court of Auditors for 
three years), and the sheer waste inherent in 
the Common Agricultural Policy 
requirement of dumping surpluses in 
| production. 

The political dimension, to be sure, is 
I that France and Germany are determined to | 
assume dominance and ultimately 
hegemony of the continent of Europe. No 
doubt for them it would be hugely 
convenient if the history books could be 
rewritten so that Henry V had lost at 
Agincourt in 1415 or that Nelson had failed 


| at Trafalgar in 1805, or that Wellington had 
not triumphed against Napoleon at 
I Waterloo in 1815. These are painful 
memories for them, so let Britain, 
pipsqueak nation, perfidious Albion, 
disappear, sucked into a province of the 
giant octopus of Great Europe (or Eurabia 
as it will come to be in fifty years time 
unless we collectively institute massive re¬ 
emigration of alien populations from our 
| continent). 

The sorry condition of politicised 
I Europe, achieved within two generations 
through the betrayals of Rome, Maastricht, 
Amsterdam and Nice, just gets worse. The 
latest abomination, the Treaty of Lisbon, 
needs patient analysis. Of course the Euro- 
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fanatics claim it to be something essentially 
different from the unlamented and failed 
European Constitution. Paradoxically, it 
was Ireland in the person of Bertie Ahern, 
its former leader, that secured agreement on 
the constitution while chairing the Brussels 
summit of 2004. Ireland itself had rejected 
the Nice Treaty of 2001. 

The pathway to the Lisbon Treaty 
began in May 2000 when Joscha Fischer, 
then German Foreign Minister, called for a 
European constitution which was duly 
endorsed by EU leaders in December 2001 
at Laeken, near Brussels, in the shape of a 
“constitution for European citizens.” In 
July 2003, the text of the constitution, 
written by no less a personage than Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing, former French President, 
was handed over with appropriate pomp to 
the respective EU nations’ governments. 

The Constitution was signed in Rome in 
October 2004. Spain ratified it by 
! referendum with a 77 percent ‘yes’ vote in 
February 2005 after massive government 
i propaganda unchallenged by a tepid 
Europsceptic press, but the French rejected 
it by 54 percent - 46 percent in May 2005, 
while the Dutch gave it a 61 percent ‘no’ 
vote three days later. Something sturdy 
about the French and the Dutch! European 
leaders and the entire bureaucracy broke 
out in a hot sweat and flat panic. What to 
|do? 

Step forward Angela Merkel, German 
I Chancellor. Democracy must not be 
allowed to get its way. She demanded and 
obtained an inter-governmental conference 
to propose a new text. This saw the light of 
day in October 2007. The new document 
was, in fact, an old style “amending treaty” 
rather than a replacement of previous 
I agreements. 

The relatively clear language of the 448- 
I article constitution disappeared to be 
replaced by a legal jungle of cross- 
references, amendments, sub-texts, deletions 


and protocols. The formulators within the 
bureaucracy had triumphed. No one would 
be able to digest it. It was to be named the 
Lisbon Treaty, technically described as: 

“The Treaty amending the Treaty 
establishing the European Union and the 
Treaty establishing the European 
I Community.” Phew! 

Ratification of the Treaty took place in 
I Britain on 18 July 2008, in a cloak of 
secrecy, only made known to the public on 
the previous day. The instrument of 
ratification was signed by the Queen and 
delivered to the Italian foreign ministry on 
I 20 July. 

Not for us the opportunity of a 
I referendum despite the promise of one 
made on the original constitution at the 
time of the last election by Blair and later 
endorsed by Brown. Both have consistently 
denied (they would, wouldn’t they?) that 
the Treaty is effectively the defunct 
constitution tidied up, yet there is an 
abundance of evidence, as I shall come to 
demonstrate, that essentially it is 
substantively the same. New Labour knew 
perfectly well that a referendum, on Lisbon 
would produce a resounding ‘no’ vote. 
Therefore, everything had to be done to 
I scotch such an absurd idea. 

Of course, the Irish referendum result 
I should have scuppered the Treaty altogether 
in that all 27 countries have to ratify it. 
President Sarkozy of France, King of the 
Europhiles, in a speech to the European 
parliament in early July 2008, put his own 
distinctive stamp on the Irish vote: “Irish 
voters have plunged the EU into crisis with 
their rejection of the Treaty. It is Europe’s 
I duty to act now.” 

Sarkozy’s brilliant idea is that the Irish 
I should have another referendum and if that 
goes the wrong way, then another, and if 
necessary, another. What cynicism! 

Our own House of Lords has behaved with 
little less ignominy. It failed miserably on 11

June and then 18 June respectively in first 
declining to amend the Treaty Bill to 
provide for a referendum and secondly in 
refusing to delay ratification so as to debate 
the implications of the Irish vote. 

In the aftermath of Ireland’s vote the 
architects of the European conspiracy lost 
no time in strengthening their resolve. 
Giscard d’Estaing told the Irish Times 
newspaper on 21 July that the rejection 
would not kill the Treaty (as legally it 
should have done). “We’re evolving towards 
majority voting because if we stay with 
unanimity we will do nothing.” 

At least the Czech government showed 
a degree of independent spirit. It postponed 
ratifying the Lisbon Treaty while its 
constitutional court decided whether 
approving the text was lawful. And the 
Polish President, Lech Raczyuski, refused 
to ratify the Treaty on 1 July. We must hope 
that he, too, will stand his ground. 

The substantive content of the Lisbon 
Treaty is what is so crucial for the British 
people to grasp. It represents the biggest 
ever transfer of power to the European 
Union. The number of vetoes given away 
by the Treaty is more than twice the number 
given away at Maastricht in 1992 and five 
times more than in the creation of the single 
market in 1986. 

The Treaty of Rome gave away 38 
vetoes, the Single European Act 1986, 12 
(and it is worth here remembering that Mrs 
Thatcher claimed she had never appreciated 
its true effect); the Maastricht Treaty gave 
away 30 vetoes; the Amsterdam Treaty of 
1998, 24; and the Nice Treaty of 2000, 46, 
but the Lisbon Treaty surrenders 63 vetoes 
from British control to European Union 
control. That is to say, there are 63 areas of 
political action where our government 
cannot stop the EU from passing new laws 
on every facet of our British national life. 

The context in which this shameful 
betrayal has been allowed to happen is there 
to see for all who wish to examine the texts. 
Jean-Claude Juncker, Prime Minister of 
Luxembourg, put the essence of the matter 
clearly: “Of course there will be significant 
transfers of sovereignty”, (Daily Telegraph 3 
July 2007) while carefully adding that he 
would not want to draw the attention of the 
British people to too much specific detail. 
But he did give a clear overall perspective: 
“There is a single legal personality for the 
EU, the primacy of European law, a new 
architecture for foreign and security policy; 
there is an enormous extension in the 
EU's power; there is the Charter of 
Fundamental Rights.”

R eaders of Identity may have seen the Panorama programme 
broadcast by BBC1 on 25 th August and subtitled True 
Brits. It purported to explore “what it means to be British 
in a day and age of mass immigration and political devolution”. It 
suggested that the idea of Britishness now being touted by the 
government, especially Gordon Brown has been nullified by the 
policies that the government has itself promoted, viz 
multiculturalism and Scottish and Welsh devolution.

CONFUSION 

This TV programme failed lamentably to present a convincing 
definition of what constitutes Britishness, and thereby engendered 
much confusion as it implied that there is no such thing as 
Britishness. This confusion can be cleared up by defining 
Britishness in terms of two simple, obvious and fundamental 
factors: ethnicity and culture. These are what the BNP should 
plug for all they are worth when confronted by this (factitious) 
conundrum. 

A. ETHNICITY. The BNP has already embraced this politically 
incorrect hot potato, and has been right to do so because it is 
fundamental. It reserves its membership for members of the 
European or white race. In this way it announces its intention of 


B. CULTURE. One good reason for rejecting multiculturalism is 
that a nation of many cultures is not a nation. The first indicator 
of culture is probably language, hence one’s first (and perhaps 
one’s only) language should be English (with exceptions being 
made for the small numbers of Welsh and Gaelic speakers). In the 
past one would have said without hesitation that another indicator 
was the Christian religion; this characteristic is now eroded. Some 
of our customs (I am thinking of football) have become universal, 
but are none the less an English invention, while our culture (both 
popular and highbrow) has been affected (for the worse in my 
opinion) by American influence.
